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VBT nabs suspect 
after Willow Run 
Airport car theft 


Christopher Lee Krusac, 31, of Taylor 
was arraigned July 26 by 34" District Court 
Judge Lisa Martin on charges of carjacking, 
receiving and concealing a stolen vehicle, 
fleeing and eluding police, and assault on 
a police officer on July 23 in Van Buren 
Township. 

Krusac was in custody at the Van Buren 
Township police lockup when he was 
arraigned by zoom and court defense 
attorney Daniel Bitar represented him for 
the arraignment. Krusac’s probable cause 
conference was set for Aug. 4 when he will 
have a new court-appointed attorney. 

Van Buren Police had asked for $100,000 
cash bond with a GPS tether for location. 
Judge Martin set a bond of $50,000 
cash/10% and a GPS for location if released 
on bond. 

Bitar explained his client has mental health 
issues and takes medication for that. The 
attorney said Krusac has been diagnosed 
with ADDHD, bipolar, depression and has a 
heart condition. Bitar said Krusac has been 
living with a friend in Taylor and has been 
out of work since COVID. 

VBT Police Lt. Charles Bazzy said it all 
started when Willow Run Airport police 
initiated a chase for a stolen vehicle and 
VBT police joined the chase. The suspect 
pulled into Walmart and an airport police 
officer got hit with the vehicle, which then 
sped onto I-94, heading east. 

Lt. Bazzy said they couldn’t get any 
help from Michigan State Police so they 
stopped the pursuit. He said at the time they 
didn’t know that a police officer had been 
assaulted. 

He said Dearborn police were on 
surveillance on another case and they found 
the vehicle and so VBT police headed to 
Allen Park and were able to arrest the subject. 
He said the two VBT police vehicles that 
formed a blockade suffered minor damage 
when the fleeing suspect smashed into them 
and the cars have to be fixed.

Sumpter Township Board of Trustees raises its own pay

At its regular in-person meeting on July 27 
the Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
passed four resolutions that resulted in 
raising its own salaries. 

There was no discussion on the action, 
which was passed unanimously by the 
board members present. Clerk Esther Hurst 
and Trustee Don LaPorte were absent and 
excused and did not vote on the resolutions. 


e Supervisor Tim Bowman’s annual 
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salary for his part-time position went from 
$22,643 to $38,000; 

e Clerk Esther Hurst’s annual salary went 
from $19,019 to $30,000 for her part-time 
position; 

e Treasurer Vincent Warren went from 
$19,019 to $30,000 for his part-time 
position; and 

e The salaries of Trustee Don LaPorte, 
Peggy Morgan, Matthew Oddy, and Tim 
Rush went from $8,405.66 each to $22,000 
each for their part-time positions. 

[Each Van Buren Township trustee has an 
annual salary of $17,199 for 2021.] 

The item was placed on the agenda by 
Supervisor Bowman and signed off on 
by Financial Director/Deputy Supervisor 
Michelle Cole O’Connell. Bowman noted 
this is the first increase since 2002. 


There was one resolution each for 
supervisor, clerk, and treasurer and one 
resolution that covered all the trustees. 

At the top of each resolution was the 
statement: “WHEREAS, according to 
MCL 41.95(3) in a township that does 
not hold an annual meeting, the salary for 
Trustees composing the township board 
shall be determined by the township 
board...” 

Healthcare benefits were on top of the 
salaries and varied with the individuals. 

Also, in the two-hour-and-19-minute 
combined workshop and regular meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved purchasing 16 portable radios 
for the police department from Digicom 
Global at a total cost of $34,436, with the

full cost covered by forfeiture funds; 

e Pulled from the agenda approval of the 
resignation of Sean Hudson, effective July 
31, since Hudson has agreed to stay on for 
about six weeks to help the department 
cope with two officers off on injuries, one 
of which was on the job. Hudson is moving 
to Texas, but will stay on the job in Sumpter 
during the officers’ recoveries; 

e Approved hiring Jeffrey James Benedict 
as a full-time police officer on the condition 
he passes a physical, drug screening and 
psychological evaluation. The board also 
accepted the resignation of police officer 
Patrick Dervishi as of July 26. Dervishi 
was approved hired on June 22; 

e Approved hiring Bela Maroti and 
Taylor Smith as paid-on-call fire fighters 
contingent on them passing physicals and 
drug tests; 

e Approved replacement of a 2008 lawn 
mower with the exact replica at a cost 
of $10,493.23, partially included in the 
budget for $8,500; 

e Approved replacement of one of the six 
DPW trucks for $33,994.52, which was 
included in this year’s budget; 

e Approved the supervisor’s appointment 
of Daniel Watson as a member of the 
planning commission; 

e Approved going back to having seven 
members of the planning commission 
instead of the nine members approved 
early this year;

VBT planners approve final site plan for Hampton Manor

Hampton Manor, a senior housing 
development with 56 units for assisted 
living and 24 memory care units on 7.11 
acres at the southeast corner of Tyler 
and Morton Taylor roads in Van Buren 
Township, now has its final site plan 
approval. 

At the 55-minute virtual meeting of the Van 
Buren Township Planning Commission on 
July 14, it was announced the developers 
received approval on June 2 from Wayne 
County on the storm water retention and 
already had the special land use approval 
from the township board last Aug. 18. The 


township is now breaking the law by not 
having a hard copy of its legal notices. She 
said the Michigan Township Association 
said the law specifies legal notices must be 
published in a newspaper. Attorney Young 
protested, first saying he needed time to 
research this and some municipalities 
interpret the law differently and there has 
been a state of emergency and laws have 
been set aside. He said he left the decision 
up to the clerk and she also considered the 
Ann Arbor News since they didn’t like the 
Independent. Trustee Morgan removed 
her motion to add it to the agenda to give 
Young time to research it and time to talk 
to Clerk Esther Hurst about the issue, since 
she did not attend that evening’s meeting. 
Morgan said it could be considered at the 
next meeting in two weeks; 

e Approved payment of bills owed by 
the Parks and Recreation Commission 
and reduction of active members to seven 
and a quorum to four so they can meet 
and make recommendations to the board. 
Trustee Tim Rush said they would like a 
chairperson, co-chairperson, secretary / 
treasurer and board liaison as officers. 
Young said at one time they had a quorum 
of 11. Trustee Rush said they have had 
trouble having a quorum for the last year 
because of COVID; 

e Heard a lengthy presentation by Wayne 
County Commissioner Al Haidous about 
what can be done about the weeds that need 
cutting along the roadways and covering 
signs at intersections. He said he is going 
to talk to the county executive about 
contracting out such work to townships 
and paying them to do the work the county 


preliminary site plan was approved by the 
commission on July 22, 2020.

Now that the final site plan approval is 
given, there will be a pre-construction 
meeting and then building permits will 
potentially be issued, said Dan Power, 
director of planning and economic 
development.

agenda is now because it is before any action 
is taken and she would like to comment on 
the board’s action immediately after their 
votes instead of two weeks later. She asked 
them to consider putting it back the way it 
was so there can be comment at the end. 


the retention pond near a single-family 
residence. In the final plan there is just one 
generator instead of two and none at the 
pond. 

Zohaib Syed, project representative, 
and Bill Thompson of Lehner Associates 
were virtually present to speak on behalf 
of the applicant, Van Buren Investors Land 
Holdings, LLC. They said the memory 
care unit is along Morton Taylor Road side 
of the building and the outside area for that 
unit is fenced at both the north and south 
ends of the building. 

Commissioner Brian Cullin asked what 
kind of fencing it was and they said it was 
six-foot, wrought-iron fencing. 

Commission Chairperson Carol 
Thompson said she recalls during the 
public hearing on the project there was 
much discussion about water drainage. She 
asked to be assured this would not put more 
drainage issues on surrounding properties. 

Stephen Clayton of Fishbeck Engineers 
said there would be no water problems 
added. 

In the second item on the July 14 agenda, 
Pinehurst Building LLC asked for an 
amended site plan so four new elevations 
could be added to the Cobblestone Ridge 
project. This residential development is 
located on the east side of Hoeft Road and 
the south side of West Huron River Dr. 

Director Power explained that this is a 
planned residential development (PRD) 
that was approved in 2004. The agreement 
lays forth terms for the particular project 
and the new owners wants to add these four 
elevations to the project. 

Richard J. Canzano said he feels they 
meet the requirements. There were 113 lots 
and now there are 69 left. He said the new 
elevations will offer more architectural 
diversity. 

They discussed the standards including 
50% of each home having brick and 30% 
having side garages. Power said the design 
of each home will be verified by township 
staff as the development proceeds and 
they will recommend approval following 
conditions. 

“Homes are selling in Van Buren 
Township,” Chairperson Thompson said. 

Commissioner Medina Atchinson asked 
if the homes will be 50% brick in back as 
well and Canzano said the first floor has 
brick all the way around.

Police seize drugs, $30,000 in 
cash from Van Buren Twp. home 


Police seized nearly a pound of cocaine, 
other drugs and more than $30,000 in cash 
in a raid at a Van Buren Township home, 
according to the Michigan State Police. 

Detectives with The Metro Narcotics 
Enforcement Team were assisted by Van 
Buren Township police and MSP’s south 
post when they executed a search warrant 
July 22 at the home in Kirkridge Park 
Cooperative Apartments on Ecorse Road. 
They were led there by an investigation 
into a man suspected of selling a large 
amount of cocaine and crack cocaine. 

Police seized more than 400 grams of 
cocaine, a small amount of fentanyl, a 
pistol and $30,759 in cash at the home, 


officials said. MNET investigators said

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City Manager wants to cut the sight line along the lake right now

“I just don’t ever want it to be a problem 
again,” said City Manager/Police Chief 
Dave Robinson at Monday’s 27-minute 
zoom meeting of the Belleville City 
Council. 

He referred to the out-of-control 
vegetation along the shore of Belleville 
Lake at Horizon Park. 

He said he will put the job out for bids 
to contractors, including the goats that had 
been suggested, and he wants the selected 
vendor to cut the sight line first. 

Then, the vendor can cut from one end 
of Horizon Park to the other, possibly in 
late September when the vegetation goes 


dormant. 

He said possibly the Downtown 
Development Authority can handle part of 
the cost, but he wants to know the full cost 
of the whole scope because he wants to do 
it right and maintain it right. 

He said they can determine whether the 
work will be done through the DDA parks’ 
contract or the city’s DPW. 

Then, once it’s all cut down, he wants it 
maintained each month for the five-month 
growing season so it is never again such a 
big project. He said it should be maintained 
daily, weekly, monthly. 

Chief Robinson said the DPW maintenance 
can get diverted because of burials and 
broken water lines, but that is temporary.

Mayor Kerreen Conley said she’d like to 
see a multi-year proposal so next year they 
don’t have to go through this again and 
Robinson agreed. 

Robinson said Van Buren Township 
contracted with Salisbury to cut the 
vegetation along the lake north of the 
bridge and they did an outstanding job. 

Councilman Tom Fielder asked Robinson 
to reach out to the township to see if there’s 
an economy of scale in working with them. 

In other parts of his city manager’s report, 
Robinson said: 

e One candidate filed for council with all 
the proper information and another filed as 
a write-in candidate and the information 
on both candidates has been sent on to 
Wayne County. He said there are no other 
proposals for the Nov. 2 ballot; 

e The city received a site plan for 570 
Savage Rd. for marijuana industry activities 
and the administration is reviewing that and 
then the planning commission will review 
it. After that goes through there are a ton of 
things the applicant has to do through the 
state; 

e The golf cart proposal is still under 
review by the city attorney; 

e The building next door to the police 
station is expected to be gone by winter, 
according to Wayne County. Arrangements 
have been made to cut and cap utilities; 

e The transition of Briana Hooten 
from police records clerk to city clerk 
is proceeding. The Civil Service board 
members are signing papers okaying 
the change in her classification. The 
employment agreement will be brought to 
the council; 

e The police records clerk job has 
been posted and they already have one 
application; and 

e There are a lot of new things being 
learned and they’ve had several weeks of 
“very valued learning.” He said sometimes 
it is taking longer to get things done, but 
“We want to do it right.” 

Councilman Fielder said local residents 
have complimented the city for improving 
the roads and Mayor Pro Tem Jesse 
Marcotte said the trimming work by the 
bridge looks fantastic. He said the bench in 
memory of Rosemary Loria is in place on 
Fourth Street Place. 

Mayor Conley said she appreciated the 
information from Robinson on the metering 
issue. The Downriver Utility Wastewater 
Authority wanted Van Buren Township and 
the city of Belleville to be on one meter and 
the two communities collectively answered 
that, saying they wanted separate meters 
for accurate readings. 

The council expects to meet in person at 
its next meeting and the size of the agenda 
will determine how big a room they will 
need, Robinson said. If they expect a crowd 
they will seek out a big room at the library, 
otherwise they could meet in the council 
chambers. 

Mayor Conley reminded them it would be 
a hybrid meeting and some could choose to 
attend virtually. 
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Jehovah Witnesses host conventions via internet due to pandemic

“Powerful by Faith!” is the theme of the 2021 
global event, which will be delivered in more 
than 500 languages to households throughout 
the globe over six weekends during July and 
August 2021, uniting some 15-20 million 
people in 240 countries. Since the convention is 
typically held from Friday through Sunday, the 
program will be available in six installments 
corresponding to morning and afternoon 
sessions. “Friday” morning’s session were 
available for streaming or download beginning 
June 28. 

Though the Smiths look forward to once again 
welcoming thousands in person, they excitedly 
anticipate the benefits to be gained from this 
year’s convention.

COVID-19 deaths 
in 48111 stay at 76, 
positive tests at 3,549 


The number of people who have died from 
COVID-19 in the 48111 zip code remained 
at 76 as of Monday, Aug. 2, according to 
the Wayne County Health Department. 

The positive tests for COVID-19 in 48111 
totaled 3,549 on Monday, Aug. 2, up from 
3,530 the previous Monday, July 26. 

On Monday, Aug. 2, the separate totals 
released by the Wayne County Health 
Department for the tri-community were: 
Van Buren Township, 2,378 positive cases, 
42 deaths; city of Belleville, 498 positive 
cases, 21 deaths; and Sumpter Township 
673 positive cases, 13 deaths.

VBT police take suspect 
into custody in stabbing 
deaths of mother, teen 


Van Buren Township Police took a man 
into custody on Tuesday afternoon, July 27, 
in connection with the double homicide at 
the Belleville Pointe Apartment Complex 
early Sunday morning, July 25.
